A CLEVER I DEA 

Newlon Women to Work for Men Under 
Lieut. Bruce R. Ware, Jr. 


The month of September will be a 
busy one for the knitters of Newton 
in addition to the 4,000 articles need- 
ed for the Red Cross, a call has come 
of special local interest. All Newton 
remembers the pride with which we 
learned that America’s first shot at a 
submarine was fired by one of our own 
"boys,” Lieut. Bruce It. Ware. Lieut. 
Ware is dow navigator and gunnery 
officer on one of the German ships go- 
ing into commission as an American 
transport. The suggestion has been 
made through the Newton branch of 
the Special Aid that it would be a 
rather splendid thing for the women 
of Newton to undertake the outfitting 
of the crew serving under Lieut. Ware. 
He himself was most gratified at the 
idea, as the following extracts from 
his leters show. He writes: — "It will 
he fine to be able to distribute an al- 
lotment from my own city. Newton 
fired the first shot — let her fit out the 
crew of the first ex-German ship — 
American transport — to be fitted out 
and ready.” “We are going to be able 
to carry many a soldier, — and the 
added protection that will result from 
the matter of your letter — (warmly 
clothed gun crews and lookouts) will 
play a most important part in their 
safe transportation." 

About 1400 articles are needed this 
month, — socks, sweaters (as many as 
possible of heavy wool) and mufflers, 
made according to the special direc- 
tions which may be obtained from 
headquarters of the various aid soci- 
eties. Wristers and knitted gloves 
will be needed later. 

The heads of the various service 
organizations strongly approve the 
plan of Newton’s undertaking this 
work. If every knitter does her share 
it can be easily accomplished, and the 
service of a Newton man and his 
crew made more effective.

The new bath house on the Allison 
Playground on the Charles River in 
Nonantum was finished last week by 
the contractors and was put into com- 
mission at once by the Playground 
Commission. This bath house will 
meet a great need of this locality. 

During July and August the weekly 
attendance at this beach run as high 
as 8000 per week. The attendance 
thus far has been restricted to boys 
and men only, and the average at- 
tendance per week was about 1000. 
With the completion of the hath house 
it will now be possible to devote cer- 
tain days for girls and women, which 
will make the attendance much higher. 

The Playground Commission has 
spent considerable time in improving 
the beach which now has clean sand 
all along the part which is used. The 
bottom of the River has been thorough- 
ly scraped and the water is in good 
condition. The place is beautifully 
shaded in some spots and offers an 
ideal place for the people of this dis- 
trict. Naturally supervision at this 
point and the convenience now open 
to the public there will make hundreds 
of bathers, who formerly travelled to 
Crystal Lake and other parts of New- 
ton, stay at home. 

The bath house consists of three 
parts. The centre part of the build- 
ing, 12 x 24, is of re-enforced concrete 
with separate toilet facilities for men 
and women. This cement structure 
is flanked by two wooden wings, one 
with individual dressing rooms and 
the other is one large dressing room. 
Each wing is 14 x 32. The reason for 
having the centre part of the building 
made of concrete is on account of the 
need of having such parts fire proof, 
frost proof, and fool proof. Another 
reason is that in case a larger struct- 
ure is needed, the toilet structure ctm 
be used as a part of the old building 
or as a part of the main building. 

The building will accommodate 
about 100 people at one time. It is 
also going to be used as a toilet build- 
ing for playground purposes and in 
connection with baseball games played 
on the Allison diamond which is be- 
coming more and more of a place for 
local baseball contests. The cost of 
the building is $2300.00.

With the ripening of the frnits and 
vegetables on which so many of our 
people have been expending their time 
and money the past few months, the 
eltv faces its usual situation of suf- 
fering from the depredations of the 
small hoy, certain elements of our 
foreign population and plain ordinary 
thieves The many small gardens, 
most of which are unfenced offer un- 
usual facilities for this aggravating 
condition, and make the police almost 
helpless in the line of protection. 
Every housekeeper can help a little, 
however, if they will refuse to purs 
chase vegetables offered for sale at 
the door, especially by small boys, or 
by men who are not properly licensed 
as pedlers by the board of health. If 
the market for stolen produce can be 
curtailed in this mnnner, there will be 
less inducement for thieving. 


Party government in state and na- 
tional affairs seems absolutely neces- 
sary. otherwise there would be no re- 
sponsibility for legislation and ex- 
ecutive action. And party government 
in order to be effective must have the 
absolute loyalty of all its candidates.

Dear Mr. Wheeler: — 

I enclose a copy of the Massachu- 
setts law approved April 11, 1917, be- 
ing Chapter 169 of the Acts of 1917, 
entitled. “An Act to Provide for Train- 
ing in the duties of Citizenship in the 
Public Schools.” You will note that it 
says that the public schools “shall 
give instruction in training in the 
duties of citizenship.” The whole sen- 
tence is: “Such schools shall be 
taught by teachers of competent abil- 
ity and good morals, and shall give in- 
struction in orthography, reading, 
writing, the English language and 
grammar, geography, arithmetic, draw- 
ing. the history of the United States, 
training in the duties of citizenship, 
physiology and hygiene, and good be- 
havior." The act goes into effect Au- 
gust 1. 1917. 

“Civil Government” Not Meant 

At the last meeting of the school 
committee, you mentioned that one of 
the principals had suggested that the 
instruction now being given in civil 
government might be a compliance 
with this law. Consideration of the 
statuto shows that that is not so. 
Aside from the very obvious difference 
in meaning between “training in the 
duties of citizenship” and the phrase 
"civil government”, the statute itself 
clearly separates them by making the 
“training” compulsory, while it makes 
the teaching of “civil government” 
merely permissive. It is. I believe, 
well established principle of legal in- 
terpretation that a statute must be 
construed so that all parts of it shall 
be consistent with one another, if that 
be possible, and so that each shall 
have its own natural meaning, and ef- 
fect, if that be possible. The use of 
these two phrases in the same section 
of the law shows that they mean diff- 
erent things. 

“Training” Hus Specific Meaning 

It lias been reported to mo that 
someone said that a school which 
teaches its pupils arithmetic is train- 
ing them in the duties of citizenship. 
If that was ever said, it must have 
been in pleasantry, or else the saying 
stamps its author as an incompetent. 
While it is true that the practice of 
•arithmetic and of hygiene and of good 
behavior and the knowledge of the 
United States history, not to say the 
teaching of reading, do in a sense 
train a child in the duties of citizen- 
ship, that is not what the statute 
means, for the statuto already re- 
quired all of these things before this 
amendment was made, and now 
amended, requires the "training in the 
duties of citizenship" in addition to 
them. Moreover, the word “training” 
lias a very specific meaning, distinct 
from that mere instruction in book 
or mental knowledge about govern- 
ment which is ordinarily signified 
by instruction in “civil government' 
As a matter of fact, we all know, 
and the history of the proceedings 
Shows, that the Legislature intend- 
ed by this peculiar wording to 
specify that system of actual training 
in developing a sense of civic respon 
sibility, through actual experience as 
citizens in school republics, which lias 
been introduced to us by Mr. Gill. 

Welcomes Law for Democracy 

I am glad that the Legislature lias 
enacted this law. 1 think it especial- 
ly appropriate that t ho schools should 
not longer delay giving adequate at 
tention to this very important aspect 
of the preparation of our youth for 
adult life. Now that our whole coun 
try is at war for the maintenance of 
“democracy”, it is none too early to 
introduce the practical aspects of the 
subject into our curricule, — with the 
emphasis on the practice — for, after 
all. mankind is a creature of habit, 
and whatever habit is acquired in 
youth prevails through life. 

I earnestly want the young people 
of Newton to have the advantage of 
this training.

it is with pleasure that 1 submit the 
following report upon the working of 
the School Republic in the Stearns 
School. 

i^ast Spring Mr. Gill started us upon 
tile Republic plun with a National, 
State and City organization. Owing to 
tile approach of graduation, witli its 
many extra duties, very little was ac- 
complished — nothing except with the 
city department. Nevertheless a crude 
start was made along lines laid down 
by Mr Gi'^ m lii.s "Boys’ and Gills’ 
School Republic”. Not much en- 
thusiasm was shown because many 
teachers were iu doubt about the 


working out of details nnd no one was 
assigned to help. 

Pupils’ Interest Aroused 

The pupils’ interest was aroused 
however nnd prospects wore bright 
for the coming Fall. 

The opening of the Newton schools 
was delayed, nnturally postponing the 
School Republic plnn. 

In November seven rooms were or- 
ganized nnd Mr. Gill started the Na- 
tional nnd State systems. No system 
of following up the work ih our school 
has been devised, so it hns been left 
entirely in the hands of each teacher 
— who has been her own inspiration 
and guide. 

In the eighth grade we have made 
great use of this self-government 
scheme. We have seen, in these few 
months, a wonderful development of 
self-control, of judgment of offenses 
and of respect for the rights of others. 
Individuals who have laughed and 
hindered in many ways at first now 
are respectful at court sessions — 
they are beginning to worry about 
their court record. 

A New Field In Education 

There are two kinds of discipline 
possible in the schoolroom, teacher 
discipline — the Absolute Monarchy, 
and pupil participation in govern- 
ment. — the Republic Young people are 
reasoning nnd reasonable animals, re- 
sponding to responsibility when it is 
placed upon them. Mr. Gill’s plnn of 
"Moral nnd Civic Training", I believe 
offers a new field in education, the 
surface of which lias scarcely been 
scratched. Any teacher who can find 
time to “put his hand to the plow” will 
find himself or herself reaping a har- 
vest of results in a few weeks. 

I can say most henrtily that I will 
be glad to do|my small share at any 
time or place to push a work Mr. Gill 
has so well begun.

Horace Mann School 
Grade 2. March, 1917 

Since my room was organized as a 
School City we are all co-operating to 
make “Sunshine City” bright, cheerful 
clean, healthy and orderly. 

Although my children are too young 
to carry on the Government to any 
great extent, they are endeavoring to 
make useful, responsible and desirable 
citizens of themselves. 

We have two Health Commissioners 
who inspect the hands, hair, shoe- 
strings. blouse strings and neckties of 
the citizens each morning. 

The Park Commissioner waters 
plants, and reminds me to feed and 
water the fishes each day. I do not 
like to have a child lift the globe to 
do it himself, so his responsibility is 
to see that I do not forget them. 

Our Highway Commissioner helps 
by inspecting the floor at the end of 
each session to see that letters, num- 
bers, etc., are all picked up. 

The Commissioner of Efficiency 
dusts, keeps books, papers, and boxes 
packed neatly on tables. 

We have a Captain of the Cloak 
Rooms who looks them over at the 
beginning of sessions to see that bats, 
coats, rubbers, and umbrellas are in 
their proper places. He does not pick 
up other childrens’ things, but 
ports to me, if there is trouble, and 
the owner attends to his own belong 
ings. 

The Blackboard Commissioner is 
faithful in his work, and the Hospital- 
ity Commissioner is a committee of 
one to see that visitors are made wel- 
come with a chair and book. 

I find that children do not consider 
these “Officers" as "bossing" them or 
“telling tales”, but, even at this young 
age, have a certain pride in not being 
reported and show great appreciation 
wjien I commend them as "Good Citi- 
zens".

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 
$1,090,000 For Soldiers’ Libraries 


The American Library Association, 
at the request of the War Department, 
is organizing the libraries through- 
out the country, to assist in raising a 
million dollars for library facilities 
in training camps and cantonments. 
It is proposed to have a week’s cam- 
paign. beginning September 24. in 
which to raise the fund. 

In recent communication sent out 
to the various public libraries hv Mr. 
Charles F. D. Belden. Librarian of the 
Boston Public Library and Chairman 
of the Massachusetts committee on 
the organization of the work, ii.js 
stated that "Massachusetts leads in 
libraries and hooks and the author- 
ities at Washington look to us to 
maintain not only the prestige of the 
commonwealth, but to aid materially 
other sections of the country* fess 
fortunate in libraries and wealth. 

"All camp libraries are to he 
equally equipped and administered 
and Massachusetts men in service will 
find the best library facilities in what- 
ever part of the country it may i>o 
their fortune to he quartered. Later, 
if necessary, libraries will be estab- 
lished overseas for the men of Ameri- 
ca. 

"The incalculable value of suitable 
books for soldiers has been definitely 
established, not only abroad, but also 
in the home camps, where, up to the 
present, they have been in charge of 
the Y. M. C. A., or other associations, 
as a side issue. Experience has 
shown that good camp libraries serve 
as a preventive and conteraction for 
dissipation of all kinds. It is sub- 
mitted that if libraries play their part 
in this campaign, they will be recog- 
nized as never before as a power for 
good. 

"The Free Library Commission of 
Massachusetts, the executive commit- 
tee of the Massachusetts Library Club 
and prominent Massachusetts libra- 
rians and trustees are giving every 
encouragement to the movement. A 
New England war library conference 
will he held under the direction of the 
Massachusetts Library Club and the 
Free Public Library Commission at 
the Boston Public Library, on Tues- 
day, Sept. 11.”

CAN YOU SOLVE THIS PROBLEM I 

Here is a problem that perhaps 
some bright Newtonian may be able 
to solve. 

The solving of it will be a great 
aid to the Newton Branch of the Red 
Cross and will also mean a lot not 
only to the Red Cross workers hut 
also to many soldiers and sailors. 

Tlie American Red Cross has been 
asked to provide a million and a half 
sets of knitted articles. Each set is 
to contain a sweater, a muffler, a hel- 
met, a pair of wristlets and a pair 
of socks. Of this number the New- 
ton Branch has been asked to fur- 
nish one thousand sets, and have them 
ready to send in by October 1, in or- 
der that they may he sent to the 
soldiers and sailors and civilian vic- 
tims of the war in time to protect' 
them from the rigors of winter. 

To make these one thousand sets 
will take a great deal of wool and 
to buy the wool will take a great deal 
deal of money. The Newton Red 
Cross would like to have a Wool Fund 
at once of at least $3000. 

The problem to be solved is this: — 
How to so put the case before the 
men of Newton that they will realize 
the need of giving the amount asked 
for at once. Ever since the beginning 
of summer the Red Cross has 
reiterated week in and week out the 
need of a Wool Fund. Such a fund 
is one factor in Red Cross “prepared- 
ness”. The Red Ciobs has received 
to date several generous contributions 
for the fund. So far thero have been 
thirty-two contributors and of these 
eleven have been women. As the 
Red Cross looks at It there ought to 
have been more than twenty-one men 
contributors. Men who are not going 
to the front ought to lie willing to 
give for. the comfort of the men who 
are going. There ure certainly more 
than twenty-one men in Newton who 
are not going to the front and there 
are a good many more than twenty- 
one men in Newton who have been 
beard to regret their inability to en- 
list and to express the wish they 
might do something to help along. 
How ure these men to be reached and 
induced to subscribe to the Red 
Cross Wool Fund? A few wealthy, 
generous men in Newton could un- 
doubtedly give the Red Cross the 
amount needed hut (the Red Cross 
wishes more than the money, it 
wishes the co-operation and aid of 
hundreds of Newton men. It bus 
asked the men to be "Come-Across- 
ers" and lo send in $2 u piece hut sad 
to suy so far very few have become 
"Come-AcToeser£,V II would he a 
splendid thing if there were ut least 
a thousand men in Newton who would 
show their real desire to help win the 
war by sending in $2 apiece at once 
to buy wool to keep tlie boys at the 
front warm uud comfortable.

Newton men to send in $2 apiece at 
once to Mr. George ltoyal Pulsifer, 
Treasurer of the Newton Branch of 
the Red Cross, Newton Club, Newton- 
ville?

A PAY AT THE FRONT 

— 

The following letter from n Newton I 
boy on the firing line will be of Interest ■ 
to ninny. 


July 30, 1917, France 

Pear Mother: 

This letter will not be long as It 
will deal with only one day. That 
day was yesterday and when 1 finish 
you may agree that ns n day It was 
quite some. 

Section Sanitnire American <*4 — the 
“Flying Sixty-Fourth” was just fin- 
ishing dejeuner in the "snlle a man- 
ger" of the “Tonneau d'Or" In . 

It was half after eleven. The Chief 
of the Section rushed In. "Pack anil 
prepnre to leave in one hour”, he said. 

Hurrying to barracks the men pack 
their baggage. They roll their blank- 
ets,— -folded neatly at the foot of their 
stretcher-beds. — into a neat bundle. 
At noon twenty ambulances are drawn 
up In the square. The cars are neatly 
packed. The men are at the wheels 
ready to take their places In the con- 
voy. There Is a long whistle. En- 
gines are started. One man stands 
before his car as a sign his car is 
ready. There Is a short whistle. The 
cars move into convoy. 

For sixty kilometers, over hills 
through villages, by fields cultivated 
and fallow, the cars go. At six 
o'clock they drive into the city of 
Vesoul, draw into a line along a park 
and wait for the Staff car to go 
ahead and arrange for quarters. It is 
Sunday and the cinema is over. The 
inhabitants of the city flock around to 
see "les Americans." They are first 
of their country to visit the city. 

At seven there is another long 
whistle, then a short one. The cars 
start off again and back into places 
In a vacant lot. The "eonducteurs" 
go forth to search something to eat. 
But they must return at ten for there 
is a night’s work to he done. 

At ten the men are again at their 
cars. It is raining, — a heavy, big- 
dropped. penetrating rain. Lights are 
lighted and the cars slip off in a 
ghostly, red-crossed convoy of the 
night. At the railroad station there 
is a wait after the cars have been 
backed to the curb. The drivers try 
to snatch a bit of sleep. 

There are three hundred wounded 
coming in from Verdun. They have 
been thirty hours on the train, badly 
wounded. They are coming back from 
the maw of death, from the heart of 
Hell. 

There is a shrill toot of the French 
train. In a few moments. the wound- 
ed “assis" come out. Some have 
bandaged feet, some empty sleeves, 
but they all can ride seated. There 
are flashes of electric torches in the 
sopping darkness. It is quiet as the 
“blesses" are handed into the am- 
bulances. The backs of the cars are 
closed and the cars move off in the 
night. The city is tightly closed and 
sound asleep. At the lighted door of 
the hospital are two or three “branco- 
diers" and a red cross nurse. The 
men are taken in and the ambulances 
return. 

Now come the “couches”. There 
are white bandaged arms and legs. 
Faces bound in white. Gently the 
stretchers are slid Into place, the back 
closed and the cars roll slowly off. 
Again at another hospital the men 
are taken out. I helped carry one man 
in. At the door a bearded doctor 
looks at the tag tied to the man’s but- 
ton. In the hospital are rows of high, 
four post beds. The white sheets are 
drawn back. Everything is clean and 
refreshing and sad. A white clad sis- 
ter comes to the man on the stretcher. 
As he lifts himself her arm slips 
around him. 

Thus until four in the morning we 
worked carrying our 3U0 maimed and 
tired men to a haven of rest. And as 
tlie hours go. one becomes more and 
more impressed by the futility of the 
whole thing. The childishness and 
wasteful unnecessity of war come to 
one. It makes one sick, not so much 
at the sight of torn and wounded, but 
at the reason for the suffering. 

This is all for this time. We shall 
probably stay here to wait for our 
new cars and then move on again. I 
expected a letter from you written 
somewhere around the Fourth but It 
has not come. 

Am well and happy, well situated, 
etc.

On the East side, the meetings at 
Highlandville and East Needham 
were concentrated at Nehoiden Hall. 
In West Needham, although the ser- 
vices were well attended, they were 


regularly Sunday afternoons in the 
hall of Wales’ Tavern. 

A sort of "circuit” was established 
and Rev. John Wesley Coolidge, a re- 
tired preacher was invited to become 
the regular preacher in charge. He 
came from his farm in Leominster on 
Saturdays and staid the week-end at 
the home of Mr. Perrin in Grantville, 
who drove him on Sunday mornings 
to East Needham. Here Mr. Coolidge 
preached in the forenoon, and was 
afterwards brought by the same 
means of transportation to Wales’ 
Tavern, where he preached in the 
afternoon, and usually conducted a 
prayer-meeting in the evening. Fre- 
quently however, Mr. Coolidge re- 
turned to Highlandville for an eve- 
ning service; though the society 
there was stronger, and having local 
preachers among its members did not 
so seriously need his help. 

In July of the same year the Lower 
Falls society rented the newly-built 
Boyden Hall (Early Hall), which Mr. 
Boyden (who lived on the Falls hill 
in Grantville) had furnished in a dig- 
nified and commodious manner. Here

NEWTON SCHOOLS RE-OPEN 

Large Increase in Enrolment of Pupils over Last 
Year and More Expected to Come. 


The Newton Public Schools opened 
last Monday with a full complement 
of teachers and with a large increase 
in enrolment over the figures of the 
first day of ast year, it will be re- 
called, however, that the schools last 
year were not opened until October 
1st, on account of the scare over in- 
fantile paralysis, and It is not fair to 
compare the two years on that ac- 
count. The total enrolment is 6782 
as compared with 617') in 1916. 

The Technical High school with 587 
shows a gain of 42. while the Classi- 
cal High with 767 loses 57. and the 
Vocational High with 244 loses 93 
from last year. The Bigelow district 
with 587 is 157 over last year, the 
Newtonville district with 715 is 114 
over, West Newton with 900 is 91 over. 
NOnantum with 665 is 27 over. Au- 
burndale with 511 is 30 over. Lower 
Falls with 76 is 4 less. Upper Falls 


The Local Exemption Board has 
virtually concluded its labors, except 
what will he necessary to be done 
when the District Board sends out the 
various calls for the draft. The Local 
Board passed 210 men for military 
duty and up to date the District 
board has exempted 20. leaving 190 
at the present time, qualified for duty, 
more than sufficient to fill the quota 
of 147 assigned to this city. There 
are still some appeals for exemption 
and claims for industrial exemption 
before the District board, but it is 
very evident that there will be no 
further calls for physical examination, 
at least under the present call for 
men.

clusively by and under the control of 
the Colonel commanding in consulta- 
tion with his Regimental officers. It 
is. of course, impossible at this dis- 
tance, by way of anticipation, to state 
what may lie the specific needs for 
which the expenditures arc to be 
made. I had several conversations 
with Colonel Sherburno and his ex- 
pectation was that the funds would 
be needed and used for supplying 
camp accommodations like cook 
shacks, tent floorings or tent equip- 
ments. efficient incinerators, fuel, ad- 
ditional transportation both for 
necessary and emergency supplies, 
and possibly for emergency trans- 
portation of disabled or wounded 
men, and in the event of emergencies, 
the most immediate rare of the sick 
and wounded. Nothing is for luxury 
but all for practical efficiency and 
such reasonable comforts as war con- 
ditions may permit. Everything will 
he under the direction of the com- 
manding officers and nil for the bene- 
fit of the entire Regiment, distributed 
as need may arise to individual com- 
panies or battalions where the indi- 
vidual need may develop or exist. 
There is nothing for mere sentiment- 
ality in the service and everything 
will he subject to and in accordance 
with military requirements and a 
soldierly discipline and service. In 
addition to these primary objects the 
officers of the Regiment will, through 
tho Regimental Committee, at the 
earliest possible ‘time, establish as 
direct cable lines of communication 
as shall he possible to the end that, 
through the Committee, relatives of 
members of the Regiment may secure 
direct and authoritative information 
concerning Individuals in the Regi- 
ment itself. It is also expected that 
from time to time, through the of- 
ficers, such information as may he 
acquired will he distributed to the 
families of the officers and men 
through the Regimental Committee. 
I may add that Colonel Sherburne and 
his officers rely upon the support 
which the Regimental Committee in- 
tends to provide, and the assurance 
of the Committee’s diligent and de- 
voted service was matter of great 
happiness to the officers as they left 
for the perils that await them.

LETTERS I ROM I 'RANCH 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

I think that these letters from a 
French woman to a friend in Ameri- 
ca are worthy of publication. 

The writer is one of many devoted 
French women who are doing (heir 
hit to help win t lie war. Before The 
war she was teaching in this coun- 
try hut returned to France at the out- 
break of hostilities In order to devote 
her time nnd money to the care of the 
poilus. 

The dietary which she describes Is 
voluntary nnd which she hns ndopted 
from motives of patriotism. 

Although the letters lose much in 
translation, they present a vivid pic- 
ture of the devotion of the French to 
the cause,— a devotion which would 
he well for us all to follow. 

FRANCIS GEO. CURTIS. 

My dear Miss : 

First let me ask your pardon for 
writing you on a half sheet but you 
know that paper is hard to’ get and 
one must not waste it. 

I am hero nt Paris well and safe 
after a good voyage without accident, 
nnd am glad to lie here. 

I thank you again for the cheque 
which you gave me before I left, it 
will lie very useful ,-for one of my 
families of refugees. 

They are people who were rich 
farmers before the war. and now have 
absolutely nothing. The family con- 
sists of the father, who has been at 
the front since the war began; of the 
wife, the grandmother ifhd two chil- 
dren; there was a third but she suc- 
rombed to the hardships which they 
suffered. 

Truly I would like to aid them 
more freely but as the war continues, 
money is more and more scarce and, 
unfortunately, many persons prefer to 
turn their money to certain institu- 
tions. in which it is practically lost 
and fails to accomplish its object 
properly. 

The family in question lives in a 
miserable house (the term is too good 
for it), all four of them in a little 
room with a wooden floor, with but 
two beds, and scarcely room to turn 
round; then there is a so-called 
kitchen, — the whole thing on the 
damp ground and the boards are al- 
ready rotting. 

I have much reason for despond- 
ency, for the war is hard aiflnong, 
and all are weak from the depriva- 
tions due to the hard winter. I wish 
I could do more for these unfortun- 
ates hut 1 cannot. I ought to give 
all that I can to my poilus, prisoners 
and other refugees. You will not 
think me impertinent, if I ask you to 
speak of my work to your many 
friends, perhaps they can give some- 
thing according to their means to 
relieve this terrible misery. 

If you should be able to send me 
any money please send it by a 
cheque on the American Express Co., 
Paris. 

Asking your pardon for my appeal 
for help, I beg you to believe me, 
Your sincere 
Paris, June S, 1917. 


Paris, Aug. 1, 1917. 

My dear Miss : 

It is with the deepest emotion that 
I received your cheque for which I 
t h a nk you from the bottom of my 


heart. Nevertheless I did not wish, 
when I begged In my last letter, that 
you should deprive yourself of this 
money, for I well know how generous 
you are and how much you sacrifice 
to help soften the misery here. 

Each day thousands of those who 
have been driven out of the occupied 
country nrrlve here and I assure you 
that their faces, even those of the 
children, show what they have suf- 
fered. There are some who have not 
suffered everything, but that depends 
on the Roche officers. 

You will be glad to know that the 
little boy of eleven years, of whom I 
spoke In tny last letter, went last 
week to the mountains of the south- 
east to be gone a month and now. 
thanks to you, It will be six weeks. 

I have also sent a little girl to the 
seashore for a month. 

You can imagine how pleased I am 
to he able to do what I have done. 

You write me also how you live 
and how you all economize willingly 
in order to be aide to help the allies 
There are nu mixers of French and 
English who voluntarily limit them- 
selves in order to conserve the re- 
sources of their country. 

I will tell you. for I know it will 
interest you. what 1 have to eat and 
you will see that I also do not a lit- 
tle to help my country. I allow my- 
self a meal each day which consists 
of a portion of vegetables and a small 
piece of meat; no desert, no sweet 
and very seldom fruit, for it is very 
dear and seldom good. If I have fish, 
it is fish alone without vegetables, 
even without potato, and a salad. In 
the morning a little cup of cofTee, 
without bread or anything; at noon, 
the meal I have just described, and 
nt G.00 P. M. bread and butter or 
cheese. That is the only meal (i. e.) 
at which I allow myself bread. The 
bread is abominable and all the 
papers demand a change, which, alas, 
does not seem to come. It is indi- 
gestable and many persons suffer 
from indigestion. 

We have meat in our markets, but 
at an impossible price; butter is 4 
francs a pound, vegetables plenty, 
but the price has tripled, except pota- 
toes. which at 4 sous a pound are 
within reach. 

You ask me in your letter of St. 
Quentin and Lens. You know of 
course that the Russian affair has 
done much harm to the cause. What 
will be the outcome of the new 
Franco-English offensive front the 
Lye to the sea, we shall see. I have 
six of my poilus in that and you can 
imagine how I have worried. If I 
had not a strong constitution and 
such strong hope I should no longer 
lie in this world, I have suffered so 
much anguish. 

You are not mistaken when you 
say that your troops have received an 
ardent reception. They have been re- 
ceived with all the enthusiasm of 
which the French people are capable 
and there is nothing more to say! 

| I am glad that you have gone to the 
country, for you certainly worked 
hard last winter and it is absolutely 
necessary that you get rested as the 
coming winter will lie hard. 

I do not know if I shall return to 
America this autumn. I would like 
both to stay here and go to America, 
for I could accomplish much in both 
places. However, we shall see. 



I firmly believe that the coming 
year will see the end of this terrible 
war, for the welcome help of Ameri- 
ca will be the decisive factor and will 
give great encouragement to our 
wonderful armies. 

This is a very long letter so I will 
end by giving you my heatfelt thanks.

BOYS WILL WIN THIS WAR 


In n forceful article on the relation- 
ship of boys to the war lately written 
by Dr. Thomas Chalmers, director of 
the Allen School for Boys in West 
Newton, opinions are expressed which 
bear close relation to the ideas de- 
clared today by the State education 
commissioner. 

"This war will be won by the boys 
of America who are now in their early 
teens,” says Dr. Chalmers in the 
course of li is article. “I do not mean 
that the war will Inst until these hoys 
will have reached enlisting age. The 
war will end before that. But Ameri- 
ca’s entrance into the war may have 
the effect of prolonging rnther than 
shortening it. It has made the strug- 
gle a more decisive one. It is now a 
definite fight to the finish between 
autocracy and democracy. 

'’Germany is not yet convinced that 
she must in the end submit. She has 
not taken seriously America’s declara- 
tion of war. and she knows we have 
now hut few trained soldiers to send 
to Europe. Our supplies of men are 
enormous, to be sure, but we have 
never had the military state of mind. 
To prepare these enormous resources 
in state of mind and physical equip- 
ment for the business in hand is our 
immediate task. 

This preparation should begin with 
our boys in their early teens: five or 
six years of quiet, patient study of the 
great lessons of history, of the func- 
tion of the heroic in human evolution, 
of the joy of sacrifice, living and dying 
for others, hard work, and drudgery, 
with the mastery of the detail and 
technique of military knowledge and 
good sense, would furnish America 
with a dozen armies of a million men 
each, who would know how to make 
good war here or anywhere for human 
rights and liberty. 

“It is but this determination on our 
part to prepare for a war that may 
last ten years that will defeat our 
formidable enemy. Germany’s know- 
ledge of that determination will furth- 
er hasten her desire for peace. Wheth- 
er the war ends five years from now 
or five months from now, it will he 
decided by what America now plans 
to do with her boys in their early 
teens. It will be they who will decide 
the Prussian alternative — world do- 
minion or downfall. They are decid- 
ing it now in the military training of 
their schools and camps.”

M.ll FILM FN IIFSI MF 
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licenses were granted the Bay State 
Development Co. for gasolene on Old 
Colony road. Chestnut Hill, and for 
private garage on Rowe street for O. 
E. Keyes. I^eave to withdraw was 
granted on petitions of Capitol Oil Co. 
for gasolene permits on Charlesbank 
rond nnd on Commonwealth avenue, 
and to Guiaeppl Alessnndronl for Com- 
mon Victual, r license at Thompson- 
ville. The Edison Co. was granted a 
conduit location in Wnlnut park, at- 
tachments on Walnut street and Som- 
erset road, and poles on Crafts street, 
while the Telephone Co. was granted n 
conduit in Franklin street and poles 
on Somerset road. 

The majority report of the License 
committee favoring n gasolene permit 
for J. V. Monaghan Sons on Auburn 
street. West Newton, brought out con- 
siderable debate, and the opinion of 
City Solicitor Bishop that the city had 
no legal right to grant gasolene pump- 
locations in the public highway and 
that the present gasolene pumps so 
located were illegal. Two members of 
the committee opposed granting this 
permit on the ground that the location 
was at a dangerous corner nnd that 
a nuisnnee would be created by the 
blowing of horns to summon the 
garage attendant, 120 feet away. Al- 
dermen Clark and Goodwin opposed 
the permit on these grounds and Aider- 
man Blake because there were 8 gaso- 
lene places within 2000 feet of this 
location. Alderman Whidden defend- 
ed the majority report saying that the 
petitioner had an excellent reputation 
and had been in business for 30 years 
at this place. He maintained that 
Auburn street was not a main thoro- 
fare for automobiles and that there 
were no extra hazard or extra danger 
at this point and that the safety of 
the public and automobile owners 
could well be left to the petitioner. 
The permit was granted after many 
questions had been asked the City 
Solicitor by a vote of 11 to 7. 

The report on inexpedient by the 
Finance committee on the item of 
$1S00 for resurfacing Commonwealth 
avenue at West Bridge was opposed 
by Alderman Hollis who wanted to 
know if the claim for damage for a 
defective highway at this point was 
due to the lack of resurfacing. In the 
absence of the Street Commissioner 
the report of the committee which 
also was inexpedient on a matter of 
$100 for electric lighting at No 2 
Engine House was tabled. 

William H. Bagley was granted $8 
a month Soldiers relief, and various 
small appropriations authorized, as 
recommended by the Mayor. 

An order fpr $650 for improvments 
at City Home, for assessments on 
account of work on Avalon road, for 
sewer in Montvale road, for hearings 
on sewer taking in Westland avenue, 
for drain easement from Brewster 
road, and for laying out and for 
establishing a building line on Ricker 
road, Hobart road ext., Prentice road, 
Franklin street ext., and Farlow road 
ext. were also adopted. There was 
some debate on the matter of establish- 
ing a building line, Alderman Harri- 
man stating that it was the policy of 
the Public Works committee, in recom- 
mending the acceptance of streets in 
the future to also establish a building 
line on such streets. 

Alderman Angier was appointed on 
the Claims committee in place of 
Alderman Harriinan who had resigned 
and the board at 9.50 adjourned to 
Sept. 24th.

the society remained until April, 1868, 
when they secured from Mr. Thomas 
Rice the use. of the so-called "Village 
Hall” over the store of Dimond and 
Wenthcrbee. In April. 1869, the so- 
ciety was permanently organized, the 
Hoard of Trustees Incorporated, and 
the letters of dismissal from home 
churches formally received. A regu- 
lar minister. Rev. Emery A. Howard, 
was appointed by the New England 
Conference. Soon afterwards, the whole 
building was purchased from Mr. 
Rice and the rental of the stores be- 
low the hall and of the barn attached 
helped materially in meeting ex- 
penses. Here the society worshipped 
untif in 1889, under the ministration 
and leadership of Rev. A. P. Sharp it 
was decided to build n church. The 
plan was put into execution, the pres- 
ent edifice erected, and the “Village 
Hall" properly sold. Under Rev. O. 
It. Miller, in 1897. the society carried 
through a vigorous campaign, nnd 
paid off the existing mortgage. The 
occasion was celebrated nnd the doc- 
ument publicly burned. Since that 
time the church has been free from 
debt. From time to time it lins re- 
ceived much welcome bequests and 
has made needed improvements. The 
beautiful orgnn was installed under 
the energetic leadership of Rev. G. 
W. Jones, now at Newton Highlands. 

Though not a large society, it has 
always been most united and per- 
sistent in its work. It has been the 
church home of christ land of various 
denominational complexions, ‘though 
always Methodist Episcopal in senti- 
ment and administration; and its in- 
terests have been faithfully cared for 
by most loyal and earnest members 
of the New England Conference.

either the city whom we have sworn 
to serve, or the Public Safety Commit- 
tee should furnish real guns so that 
we may learn how to handle them, 
shoot them to hit something and learn 
the Manual of Arms with some degree 
of proficiency. 

Do you think after the men have 
bought and paid for their uniforms, 
and put in their time at drill, he ex- 
pected to go down into their kakhias 
for the price of a gun? 

I am told that the Public Safety 
Committee has quite a fund that has 
been donated by citizens of Newton 
for the purpose of insuring safety to 
the law abiding citizens of Newton. 
Be that as may, I do not at this time 
intend to outline a plan of action, I 
will leave that for those in authority. 
I will add in closing that, at least, 
somebody might furnish equipment 
sufficient for one company, have it 
kept at tlie Armory so that the differ- 
ent commands could have the use of 
them at such time as could he agreed 
upon by th Company Commanders, 
each takin, its turn, and thereby 
learn lion to handle and use them if 
necessa’. .

During the week beginning Septem- 
ber 24th the country at large is to 
raise money for libraries for soldiers 
and sailors wherever they may he, 
whether on the firing line, or in the 
camp training for trench, aerial or 
submarine warfare, or in the hospital 
convalescing after having done their 
hit at the front. 

Massachusetts has played a great 
part in all forms of war relief. More 
men have enlisted in Massachusetts 
in proportion to its population than 
in any other state. Massachusetts 
must also lead in this undertaking.

Therefore, during the long eve- 
nings of the approaching winter all 
places of recreation will he crowded 
with young men. In the library will 
he found those men who seek a 
healthy diversion for the mind, as 
well as those who are deslous for 
continuing some technical line of 
work. 

Mr. Walter B. Briggs, assistant li- 
brarian of Harvard College Library, 
lias now sailed for France, "some- 
where in France", to assume charge 
of the libraries abroad. Ahead of 
him there were shipped 50 cases of 
books as a nucleus with which to 
work.

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TOBACCO FOR SOLDIERS 

Graphic Starts Campaign lor Tobacco lor Boys 
in France 


Some of America's soldiers and sail- 
ors already are in France, training for 
war. As soon as they are in trim 
, they’ll go into the trenches, in the 
slippery mud and the sweltering heat, 
to fight for democracy. Many of them 
will die there, many will be carried 
back wounded. All of them will un- 
dergo hardships beyond imagination. 

The Red Cross is taking care of the 
wounded, kind hands furnish our men 
with socks and shirts. The United 
States Government clothes and feeds 
them. 

But there has been no means for 
furnishing them with tobacco. Unless 
their friends at home help them, the 
soldiers must sit in the trenches with 
empty pipes, longing for a puff or two 
that would bring untold comforts. 

The Newton Graphic has taken up 
the work to help provide tobacco for 
AMERICA’S fighting men.

The tobacco you buy for the soldiers

! ages costing the fund twenty-five 
cents each: with a retail value of 
forty-five cents — enough tobacco to 
supply a soldier for a week. In each 
package that you pay for is inserted 
a postcard, addressed to you. 

In accepting the tobacco, the fight- 
ing man agrees to write on the card 
a message of thanks, which he will 
mail to you. If he keeps his promise 
you get you’* receipt from an American 
soldier in France. 

The Americans in France need tobac- 
co. They can buy French brands if 
, they have the money and are in cities, 


but at. the front tobacco is a scarce 
article, even the French kind. 

The Secretary of War and Secretary 
of Navy have indorsed this plan. 
Army officers greet it enthusiastically 
and the soldiers are wild about it. 

There’s nothing like a good old pipe 
to make a soldier forget his troubles. 
Imagine a bunch of fellows you know, 
sitting in a trench at night, waiting, 
whispering wondering what is going 
to happen next, longing for a smoke 
to soothe them. And all they can do — 
unless you help — is to sit there discon- 
solately and finger their empty pipes 
or draw in vain on a briar that had 
served them so well in days gone by. 

Send in your money. Fill up these 
pipes. The American soldiers in 
France are asking for a smoke. Will 
you pass them by?

Asst. Fire Chief George S. Holmes Dies 
After Long Illness 

Assistant Chief of Fire Dept. George 
S. Holmes died last Sunday at his 
home in West Newton as the result of 
a paralytic stroke received in April 
1915. He partially recovered from this 
Illness and has been able to perform 
some clerical duty at. headquarters 
until two weeks ago. Captain Holmes 
was born in Newton. August 1, 1853, 
und has always lived here. He was a 
carpenter by trade and at one time 
was in business for himself. 

His service in the Newton Fire De- 
partment began, when a boy. with the 
Nonantum band engine Company in 
1872 and he was one of the firemen 
who saw service in the great Boston 
fire of that year. He was intermittent- 
ly a member of the Fire department 
between 1875 and 1880, serving for a 
year at a time, with periods when he 
was not connected with the service. 
On January 1. 1895, lie re-entered the 
Department as a call member of En- 
gine 1 becoming a permanent member 
of Engine 2 on May 15. 1895, serving 
as driver of the old Chemical engine 
for some years. He was appointed 
assistant chief July 10. 1902. 

Mr. Holmes was a member of Dal- 
housie I^odge of Masons. Newton Roy- 
al Arch Chapter, Gethsemane Com- 
mandery, K. T.. Waban Lodge of Odd 
Fellows, the State Fii email’s Asso- 
ciation and a former member of the 
Newton Veteran Fireman’s Associa- 
tion. 

His wife died four years ago. 

Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at his home, 1492 
Washington street, West Newton, and 
members of the department paid a 
tribute to their former leader. The 
services were conducted by Rev. J. 
Edgar Park of the Second Church at 
West Newton. All but two of the 
men from the department headquar- 
ters at West Newton, where Chief 
Holmes was stationed, attended and 
from all the engine houses in the 
city floral tributes were sent. The 
burial was in Newton Cemetery.

“We sit in our dug-outs and 'just 
think.’ I wonder if you could send 
some hooks and magazines over here?” 

“The lads were never so pleased In 
their lives ns when 1 told them that I 
had some hooks for them”, is the way 
one corporal puts it. 

One wounded soldier writes: ”1 do 
not know how we should live without 
your hooks; I am Just waiting until my 
pal has finished, to get hold of his 
hook.”

EDITORIAL 


The contest at the primary next 
Tuesday for the Republican nomina- 
tions for representatives in this city 
promises to eclipse the lukewarm 
fight over the governorship. There 
can he no doubt of the renomination 
of J. Weston Allen and Thomas Wes- 
ton Jr., who are candidates for a 
fourth term, for their record and fit- 
ness for the office are so manifest 
that no one will question their claim 
tor renomination. For the third 
place on the party ticket Representa- 
I 've Henry W. Jarvis, who was elected 
list November, as an Independent 
democrat and an Independent Re- 
publican. after being defeated for the 
party nomination in September, is 
being opposed by Mr. Iceland Powers, 
one of the young men of the city. 

It seems to us that self respecting 
Republicans who have some regard 
for the party nomination should use 
all their efforts to defeat Mr. Jarvis 
who flouted the party verdict last fall 
and by active work in the Democratic 
precincts, and the absence of regular 
Democratic candidates for the office, 
won the election over the regular 
Republican candidate by a small mar- 
gin. In addition to his party dis- 
loyalty. Mr. Jarvis, in two years ser- 
vice in the House, has not been identi- 
fied with any constructive legislation 
and has had but little if any influence 
on the work of the House.

EDITORIAL

The contest at the primary next 
Tuesday for the Republican nomina- 
tions for representatives in this city 
promises to eclipse the lukewarm 
fight over the governorship. There 
can he no doubt of the renomination 
of J. Weston Allen and Thomas Wes- 
ton Jr., who are candidates for a 
fourth term, for their record and fit- 
ness for the office are so manifest 
that no one will question their claim 
tor renomination. For the third 
place on the party ticket Ropresenta- 
1've Henry W. Jarvis, who was elected 
list November, as an Independent 
T^emocrat and an Independent Re- 
publican, after being defeated for the 
party nomination in September, is 
being opposed by Mr. Leland Powers, 
one of the young men of the city. 

It seems to us that self respecting 
Republicans who have some regard 
for the party nomination should use 
all their efforts to defeat Mr. Jarvis 
who flouted the party verdict last fall 
and by active work in the Democratic 
precincts, and the absence of regular 
Democratic candidates for the office, 
won the election over the regular 
Republican candidate by a small mar- 
gin. In addition to his party dis- 
loyalty. Mr. Jarvis, in two years ser- 
vice in the House, has not been identi- 
fied with any constructive legislation 
and has had but little if any influence 
on the work of the House.

To use small oil heaters when 
it is necessary to keep certain parts 
of the house at a special temperature. 

D. To reduce the coal used in the 
loves. Do your cooking at one part 

of the day. Use wood whenever you 
can. 

E. To be economical with gas;

erated by coal-using plants. Turn off 
house lights when not needed, if only 
for a few moments. 

The times call for more than usual 
skill and care in putting coal into 
stoves and furnaces. Feed sparingly.

The fall bon-fires In backyards and 
gardens of fallen leaves, vines and 
corn stalks, are a great waste of 
material which might be made into 
valuable fertilizer for next year, said 
Wilfrid Wheeler. Secretary of the 
State Board of Agriculture, in an in- 
terview’ given out last evening. The 
threatened shortage of fertilizer next 
season, foreshadowed by greatly in 
creased prices now being quoted, im- 
poses the strictest economy in all 
elements w’hich may be used for this 
purpose. 

Garden refuse should be classed 
under three heads as follow’s: 

a. That whieh should be turned 
back into the soil. 

b. That which should be burned. 

c. That w’hich should be com 
posted. 

Under the first heading are all the 
vines or plants either green or dead 
w’hich have not been diseased during 
the growing season. Corn, tomatoes, 
pea vines, leaves from cabbage, cel- 
ery, etc., are examples of these and 
should be turned or spaded into the 
ground just as soon as possible after 
gathering the crop. 

Under 1), all diseased plants, such 
as blighted potato vines. Bean plants 
which have rusted should he burned. 

Under c, street sw’eepings free 
from oil. Should bo collected and 
with other manure, if possible to ob- 
tain, should form the basis of the 
compost heap. Alternate layers of 
manure, street sw’eepings. and the 
leaves from trees or shrubs, together 
with lawn clippings, pieces of sod, 
weeds, and even kitchen garbage, 
with some lime added, piled not high- 
er than four feet and finally covered 
with soil is a good way to make the 
compost heap. This should be turn- 
ed over just before freezing and all 
large pieces of material broken up. 
The pile should then be left over 
winter to lie turned a couple of times 
In the spring. 

To those who have access to clear- 
ings from ditches, peat, or meadow 
land, these materials, when treated 
witli lime, will assist greatly in pre- 
serving soil fertility. 

All vacant gulden land should be 
planted with rye just as soon as the 
present crops are harvested in order 
that there shall bo no waste during 
the winter either by washing or thro 
excessive evaporation.

NEWTON ALDERMEN 

Debate Gasolene Permits and Fire Inspection 
oi Private and Public Buildings. 


s* 


The aldermen spent considerable 
time Monday evening debating the 
, merits of a proposed new ordinance 
''-requiring the Chief of Fire Depart- 
ment to make reports of all examina- 
tions made under his direction of all 
public school and private buildings, 
and finally decided to require a re- 
cord to be kept of such examinations 
of private buildings, a monthly re- 
port to the Mayor and Buildings 

* commissioner of all public buildings 
and to the school committee of all 
school buildings. 

President Early was in the chair 
< and Aldermen Cole, Kendrick, Harri- 
f man. Tuttle, and Goodwin were nb- 
,sent. 

Numerous hearings were held at 
which no one appeared, including the 
laying out as public street and es- 
tablishing building lines on Franklin 
street ext., Farlow road ext, Hobart 
road ext., Prentice road, or taking 
land for sewer in Westland avenue, 
and for Edison poles on Waverley 
J avenue. 

On the petition of F. L. Crawford 
for a public garage on Elmwood 
street, Mr. Leland Powers appeared 
in favor saying that this was not a 
new garage, but merely an enlarge- 
ment of the present garage. The 

* owners control the property on both 
sides and wish to cover over the 
present driveway, making offices near 
Elmwood street. Mr. John C. Cole 

, appeared in opposition stating that 
he lived directly opposite and that 
the proposed new building would be 
an injury to his property. Mr. Cole 

* presented a written remonstrance of 
'other owners in the neighborhood. 

Mayor Childs sent in the report of 
the Chief of Police on the Newton 
Constabulary and a petition of resi- 

* dents of Cemetery avenue for a 
change of name, “for business and 
social” reason to Homer avenue. 

'J'hese jurors were drawn for ser- 
vice next month at Cambridge, Loren 
Penney, Lincoln street, Thos. M. Wat- 
ers, Court street, William G. Soule, 
Farlow road, Fred Batstone, Webster 
street, Winthrop G. Norris, Bowdoin 
„ street, H. B. Budding, Crescent street, 
"Paul Champagne, California street, 
and Wm. E. Litchfield, Bellevue 
street. 

Petitions of George Devrix for 
wagon license, Albert R. Nevis for 1 
truck, M. Farina for additional pool 
table, Mrs. Minnie Biggs for intel- 
ligence office license, and various per- 
mits for private garages were grant- 
ed. 

' Other petitions were received for 
hearing on claim of W. H. Mague for 
.damages caused by fire, J. E. Callan- 
an for pool room at 332 Centre street, 
Tel. Co. for removal of poles on Au- 
burn street. Edison Co. for attach- 
ments on Homer street. Jane Wil- 
liams claim for personal injuries on 
Foster street, for sewer in Walker 
street, Ann McCrudden for Soldiers 
Yelief and C. E. Ryall for one truck. 

Various betterment assessments on 
Avalon road were apportioned. 

On recommendation of committees, 
hearings were assigned on taking 
land for sewers in Waverley place, 

* Hood street and Ashmont avenue, a 
sewer was ordered in Beacon street, 
Wabar.. bill of Dr. F. S. Keith of $3 
ordered paid, $3000 additions voted 
for New Sidewalks, and small addi- 


tional appropriations granted the 
Sealer of Weights, the Forestry and 
Buildings Dept.. $500 was granted 
for heating the Auburndale Hose 
House and $400 for painting the in- 
terior of the Barnard school. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
sewer in Avalon road, Waban, on 
claim of James T. Swan on account 
of automobile. W. H. Barnes for 
pool room 332 Centre street and on 
public garage on Irving street by Os- 
car Johnson. 

A public hearing was ordered held 
on permit for private garages at 835 
Watertown street, for Charles Whit- 
temore. 

Gasolene licenses were granted W. 
H. Brayton Co., Beacon street, Waban, 
E. P. Hurd, Walnut Btreet, Brae Burn 
Country Club, Fuller street, and a 
wagon license to John Lawson. 

Alderman Clark opposed the report 
of the License committee on granting 
a gasoline permit to H W. Crowell 
on Needham street. The alderman 
claimed that this district was already 
well served with gasolene pumps and 
that the board ought to have some 
standard and not determine these 
matters on the grounds of good fel- 
lowship, the inconvenience to neigh- 
bors etc. Alderman Hapgood said 
that the petitioner wanted this permit 
chiefly to keep gasolene for his own 
use and not so much for sale to the 
public. The district is sparsely set- 
tled and no one in the neighborhood 
objects. Alderman Hollis called at- 
tention to the fact that there was no 
fire hazard at issue and no danger 
to children. City Solicitor Bishop 
was called in to inform the board as 
to its authority in the matter, ref- 
erence back to committee was refused 
by a vote of 7 to 9 and the permit 
granted. 

An order was passed abating 
Laundry brook assessment of many 
years ago on the Grace property on 
Pearl street. 

The Board adjourned at 9.45.

THE LIBRARY FUND 


Finished woolen articles for the 
soldiers are being brought in to the 
Newton division of the Newton Branch 
of the Red Cross at the Channing 
Church parlors and many have been 
packed and forwarded. Newton has 
many knitters for the Red Cross but 
there is plenty to do for any who wish 
to work. 

Thousands of trained nurses will be 
needed at the front and their depart- 
ure is going to make the number left 
at home too small to meet all the de- 
mands for services that will be made. 
To meet the emergency women should 
learn the essentials of home nursing 
and home aid to the injured in order 
that the trained nurses may be left 
free for attendance on the more seri- 
ous cases. Classes in home nursing 
and home aid, and also in French are 
to be organized by the Newton Branch 
of the Red Cross under competent in- 
structors. The classes will begin 
after October 1 and information in re- 
gard to them may be had at the Red 
Cross headquarters at the Newton 
Club or by telephoning to Newton 
North 2998. 

The Newtonville Red Cross work 
room in the Masonic Building is a 
scene of activity every day. except 
Saturdays and Sundays, between the 
hours of ten and one. The women are 
making and forwarding hundreds of 
surgical dressings and could make 
many more, and all that can be made 
are needed, if more Newtonville wo- 
men would lend a hand. New helpers 
are always welcome and an instruc- 
tor is always in attendance to start 
them right in the work. One Newton- 
ville gentleman gives a great deal of 
his time at the work room to picking 
oakum for use in the making of oak- 
um pads. Any one who has time to 
give will find work to do at the New- 
tonville work room. 

Some excellent posters have al- 
ready been turned in by artists who 
have answered the call of the Newton 
Red Cross for posters to help waken 
the people of the city to its work and 
its needs and others are promised. 
Artists are asked to turn their posters 
in at the Headquarters at the Newton 
Club before October 1, or to send 
word to the Headquarters as to where 
the posters may be called for.

POWERS DEFEATS JARVIS 

For Republican Nomination for Representative 
Allen and Weston Also Win. 


The State Primary on Tuesday 
brought out about the usual number 
of votes notwithstanding the fact that 
the new enrollment law required each 
voter to express a party preference 
before receiving a ballot. The greatest 
interest in the primary was over the 
Republican nominees for Representa- 
tives. where Representative Jarvis 
was opposed by Mr. Leland Powers. 
It will be recalled that Mr. Jarvis 
after being defeated last year for the 
Republican nomination for Repre- 
sentative took out Democratic and Re- 
publican independent papers and was 
able by Democratic votes to win the 
election in November. This year he 
attempted to re-establish his Repub- 
lican status by running again for the 
Republican nomination and was op- 
posed by Mr. Leland Powers, one of 
the younger men in the city. The re- 


decidedly warm and uncomfortable as 
soon as he learned of the trick. The 
facts were given as imAth publicity as 
possible on Monday and undoubtedly 
cost Mr. Jarvis many Republican 
votes. Mr. Jarvis received one of the 
Democratic nominations, former Lieut. 
John P. Tierney, who is now in camp 
at Ayer, being another and Messrs. 
McCarthy and Murphy were tied for 
third place. It is understood that both 
these gentlemen will withdraw. 

Governor McCall swept the city with 
a total vote of 1952 to 346 for Cushing. 
Auditor Cook had 1435 to 616 for 
Bruce and Attorney General Atwill 
had 1887 to 249 for Conrad. 

2377 Republican votes were cast and 
235 Democratic.

Mr. Powers winning by SO votes, the ! 
totals being Powers 136S. Jarvis 12SS. 
Representatives J. Weston Allen and 
Thomas Weston. Jr., received 1913 and 
1S90 respectively. The most interest- 
ing feature of the campaign was the 
attempt of Mr. Jarvis to play both 
ends and the middle and to obtain the 
Democratic nomination for Represent- 
ative. as well as the Republican.

The Thrill and the Hell of 
the Trenches, Described 
by an American Boy. 

Sergeant Alexander McClintock of Lex- 
ington. Ky. ( and the Canadian Army Has 
Gripping Tale That Every American Will 
Read, For He Tells the Facts— Unadorn- 
ed.

No. 5. Wounded 
In Action.

Sergeant McClintock, an American 
bog oj Lexington Kg., has seen service 
in France, was decorated for bravery, 
wounded and invalided home. He is 
idling his story, a thrilling one, and 
this is the fifth article of the series. In 
the preceding ones he described how he 
reached the front, fighting in Ilelgium, 
and then the great preparations for the 
Somme battle. In this installment he 
telle of conditions and describes first 
hand the fighting in that greatest of all 
battles. 

O UR high command apparently 
meant to make a sure thing of 
the general assault upon the Re- 
gina trench, in which we were to par- 
ticipate. Three times the order to “go 
over the top” was countermanded. The 
assault was first planned for Oct. 10. 
Then the date was changed to the 20th. 
Finally, at 12:10 noon of Oct. 21, we 
went. It was the tlrst general assault 
we had taken part in. and we were In

they had a good many casualties en 
route. They found us ns comfortable 
as bugs In n rug except for the Inter- 
nal and continuous bombing at our 


It Seemed Almost Certain Death to 
Start Over In Daylight. 

a highly nervous state. I’ll admit 
(hat. 

It seemed almost certain deuth to 
start over in luoad daylight, yet, as 
It turned out. the crossing of No Man's 
Lund was accomplished rather more 
easily than hi our night raids. Our 
battalion was on the extreme right of 
the line, uiul that added materially to 
our difficulties, first by compelling us 
to advance through mud so deep that 
some of our men sunk to their hips In 
it und. second, by giving us the hottest 
little spot In France to hold later. 

1 was in charge of the second 
■“wave," or assault line. This is called 
•the “mopping up" wave, because the 
business of the men composing it is 
thoroughly to bomb out u position 
crossed by the first wave, to capture 
or kill all of the enemy remaining and 
to put the trench in a condition to be 
defended ugalnst u counterattack by 
reversing the tire steps and throwing 
up parapets. 

Our artillery liud given the Germans 
such a battering und the curtain fire 
which our guns dropped Just thirty to 
forty yards ahead of us was so pow- 
erful that we lost comparatively few 
men going over— only those who were 
knocked down by shells which the Ger- 
mans landed uinoug us through our 
barrage. They never caught us with 
their machine gun sweeping until we 
neared their trenches. Then a good 
juany of onr men began to drop, but 
we were In their front trench before 
they could cut us up uuy where ucur 
completely. Going over 1 was struck 
by shell fragments on the baud and 
leg. but the wounds were not severe 
enough to stop me. In fuct, 1 did not 
know tliut I hud been wounded until 
I felt blood ruiiniiig Into my shoe 
Then 1 discovered the cut in my leg. 
but saw tliut it was quite shallow and 
thut no artery of Importance had been 
damaged So I went on. 

I had the fumiliar feeling of nervous 
ness u iid physical shrinking and nausea 
ut the beginning of this fight, but I y 
the time we were halfway ucross No 
Man's Laud 1 had my nerve back. 


flank (cirri unde. 
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After ! had been lilt I remember feel 
ing relieved that 1 hadn't been hurt 
enough to keep me from going on with 
the men. I'm not trying to mnke my- 
self out u hero. I'm just trying to tell 
you how an ordinary man’s mind 
works under the stress of fighting and 
the danger e.t sudden death. There 
are some queer things in the psycholo- 
gy of battle. For Instance.- when we 
had got Into the German trench and 
were holding it against the most 
vigorous counterattacks the thought 
which was persistently uppermost In 
my mind was that 1 had lost the ad- 
dress of a girl hi London along with 
some papers which I had thrown away 
Just before we sturted over and which 
I should certainly never be ublo to fiud 
again. * 

Hold Regina Trench at Last. 

The Regina trench had been taken 
and lost three times by the British. 
We took It that day and held it. We 
went Into action with 1,500 men of all 
ranks and came out with GOO. 

I have said that because we were on 
the extreme right of the line we hnd 
the hottest little spot lu France to 
hold for awhile. You see, we had to 
institute a double defeusive, as we 
had the Germans on our front aud on 
our flank, the whole length of the 
trench to the tight of us being still 
held by the Germans. There we had 
to form a "block,” massing our bomb- 
ers behind a barricade which was only 
fifteen yards from the barricade be- 
hind which the Germans were lighting. 
Uur flank und the German flank were 
In contact us fiery as thut of two live 
wire ends. And meanwhile the Frltzes 
tried to rush us on our front with nine 
separate counterattacks. Only one of 
them got up close to us, and we went 
out and stopped that with the bayonet. 
Behind our block barricade there was 
the nearest approach to an uctuul light- 
ing bell that 1 hud seen. 

And yet a man who was In the midst 
of It from beginning to end came out 
without a scratch. He was a tall chap 
named Hunter. For twenty-four hours, 
without Interruption, he threw German 
“eggshell" bombs from u position at 
the center of our barricade. He never 
stopped except to light a cigarette or 
yell for some one to bring him more 
bombs from Fritz’s captured store- 
house. lie projected a regular curtain 
of fire of his own. I’ve no doubt the 
Germans reported lie was a couple of 
platoons, working in alternate reliefs. 
He was awarded the D. C. M. for his 
services In that fight, and. though, as 
I said, he wns un wounded, half the 
men around him were killed, and his 
nerves finished In such condition that 
lie hud to be sent buck to England. 

The Big Blunder and What It Cost. 

One of the great tragedies of the war 
resulted from a bit of carelessness 
when a couple of days later the effort 
was made to extern! our grip beyond 
the spot which we took in that first 
fight. TMuns had been made for the 
Forty-fourth battalion of the Tenth 
Canadian brigade to take by ussuult 
the trench section extending to the 
right from the point where we had es- 
tablished the “block” on our flank. The 
hour for the uttack had been fixed 
Then headquarters sent out u counter 
ma tiding order. Something wasn't 
quite ready. 

The orders were sent by runners, as 
all confidential orders must be. Tele- 
phones ure of no avail any more, us 
1 both our people and the Germans have 
! un apparatus which needs only to he 
| attached to u metal spike la the ground 
! to "pick up" every telephone message 
[ within a radius of three miles. When 
telephones ure used for uuy thing im 
| portent messages ure sent in code. 

But for any vitally important commu- 
I utcutlou which might cost serious 
l losses. If misunderstood, old style rtm- 
I uers are used, Just as they were lu the 
] days when the Held telephone was un- 
I heard of. It Is the rule to disputch two 
1 or three runners by different routes so 
| that one ut least will he certain to ar- 
rive. In the case of the countermand- 
ing of the order for tbo Fourty-fourth 
: battalion to assault the German posl- 
' t Ion ou our flank some officer at head- 
| quurters thought thut one messenger 
to the lieutenant colonel commanding 
, the Forty-fourth would ho sufficient. 

1 The messenger was killed by a chance 
shot, uml his message was undelivered. 

I The Forty-fourth, in Iguorauce of the 
; change of plan, “went over.” There 
I was no barrage fire to protect them, 
und their vuliuut effort was simply a 
wholesale suicide. Six hundred out of 
800 men were ou the ground in two 
und u liulf minutes. The battuliou wus 
simply wiped out. Several officers 
were court marthiled us u result of 
this terrible blunder. 

We had gone Into the German 
trenches at u little ufter uoon ou Sat- 
urday. Or, Sunday night ut ubout 10 
o’clock we were relieved. The relief 
force had to come Lu overland, und 


Concluded that it was useless t • t.\\ t<> 
drive us out. About ono-m rth of the 
000 of us who wo,o still m tludr I'oet 
were holding the sentry . s. and the 
remainder of ti c <> >• • ere having 
banquets in theGcriua.i tin. mu: a. which 
were stocked up like de.icale on shops 
with sausages, line canned foods. » ham- 
pttgtic and beer. If we had * lily had 
a few ladles with us v,o cou.d have 
hnd a real party, 

1 got so happily Interested In the 
spread in ottr particular d:t out that I 
forgot about my w«.iuiil until someone 
reminded me that eiders required me 
to hunt up a dressing station aud get 
an anti-tetanus Injc tioii. The Tom- 
mies like to take a German trench, be- 
cause IT the Frltzes have to move 
quickly, ns they usually do, we always 
Und sausage, beer ami champagne, a 
welcome change from bully beef. I 
could never loaru to like their bread, 
however. 

After this fight 1 was sent, with 
other slightjv wounded men, for a 
week’s rest ut the casualty station at 
Contuy. 1 rejoined my buttalkm nt 
the cud of the week. From Oct. 21 to 
Nov. IS we were in and out of the 
front trenches several times for duty 
tours of forty-eight hours each, but 
were In no important action. At 0:10 
ou the morning of Nov. IS, a bit- 
ter cold day, we “went ever" to take 
the Desire uiul ulso the Desire support 
trenches. Those were the names given 
these trenches. We started from the 
left of our old position, und our ad- 
vance was between Thiepval and 
Pozleres, opposite Grandecourt- 

There was the usual artillery prep- 
aration und cureful organization for 
the attack. I wns again in charge of 
the “mopping up" wave, numbering 
200 men and consisting mostly of 
bombers. It may seem strange to you 
that a noncommissioned officer should 
have so important an assignment, but 
sometimes in this war privates have 
been In charge of companies number- 
ing 250 men. and 1 know of a case 
where a lance corporal wus temporari- 
ly in command of an entire battuliou. 
It happened on this day that, while 1 
was hi charge of the second wave, 1 
did not go over with them. At the last 
moment I was given a special duty by 
Major John Lewis, formerly manag- 
ing editor of the Montreal Star and 
one of the bravest soldiers 1 ever 
knew, as well as the best beloved man 
in our battuliou. 

The Troublesome Machine Gun. 

“McClintock," said he, “I don’t wish 
to send you to any special hazard, and, 
so far ns tlint goes, we’re all going to 
get more or less of a dusting, but I 
want to put that machine gun which 
has been giving us so much trouble 
out of action." 

I knew very well the machine gun 
he meant. It was in u concrete em- 
placement, walled and roofed, and the 
devils hi charge of It seemed to be de- 
scendants of William Tell and the 
prophet Isaiah. They always knew 
what wus coming and had their gun 
accurately trained on it before it cume. 

“If you are willing,” said Major 
Lewis, “I wish you to select twenty- 
five from the company and go after 
that gun the minute the order comes 
to advance. Use your own Judgment 
about the men and the plan for tukiug 
the gun position. Will you go?" 

"I sure will," I answered. “I’ll go 
and pick out the men right away. 1 
think we can make those fellows shut 
up shop over there." 

“Good boy!" he said. "Y’ou’ll try, all 
right." 

I started away. He called me back. 

“This is going to be u bit Lot, Mc- 
Clintock,’’ he suid. taking my hand. 
“I wish you luck, old fellow— you uml 
the rest of them." Iu the trenches 
they always wish you the best of luck 
when they hand you a particularly 
lough Job. 

I thanked him und wished him the 
iiurne. I never saw him again. lie 
was killed in action within two hours 



Germans. Two only were left stand- 
ing when we got In. 

When We saw the gun had l*oon si- 
lenced mid the crew disabled Oodsnll 
nml I worked round to the right about 
ten yards from the shell hole where 
we had sheltered ourselves while 
throwing bombs Into the emplacement 
aud staled the German parapet. We 
rushed the gun position. 0 e officer 
who 1 n.l b. en la charge was standing 
with his bin k to us. firing with his re- 
volver dawn the trench at our men 
who were in tiling over nt another 
point. I mu lied him before Godsull 
and bayoneted him. The other Ger- 
man who l.ad survived our bombing 
throw up his lmlids and mouthed the 
Teutonic slogan of surrender— “Mercy, 
kntnernd!" My bayonet had broken 
off In the on ,, « tint >r with the German 
officer, so I picked up a German rifle 
with a bayonet fixed, and Godsall and 
I worked on down l he trench. 

The German who had surrendered 
stood with his hands he'd high above 
his head, waiting for us to toll him 
what to do. lie never took his eyes 
off of us even to look at his officer, ly- 
ing at his feet. As we moved down 
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“This is going to bo a bit hot, Mc- 
Clintock/' 

after our conversation. Both he und 
my pal MucfurloUp were shot dowu 
dead that wonting. 

When they culled for volunteers to 
go with me in dlseburgu of Major Lew- 
is' order the entire company responded. 
I picked out twenty-live men, twelve 
bayonet men und thirteen bombers. 
TU©y agreed to my plan, which wus 
to get within twenty-five yards of the 
gun emplacement before attacking, to 
place no dependence on rifle lire, but 
to bomb them out and take the posi- 
tion with the bayonet. We followed 
tliut plan aud took the emplacement 
quicker i bun we had expected to do, 
but thero Were only two of us left 
I when we got there— Private Godsall, 
No. 177, OGd. und myself. All the rest 
j of the twenty-five were dead or dowu. 
The emplacement wus held by eleven

the trench ho followed us, still hold- 
ing his hands up and repeating, "Mercy, 
kamorad!" At the next trench angle 
we took five more prisoners, and as 
Godsall had boon slightly wounded in 
the arm I turned the captives over to 
him and ordered him to take them to 
the rear. Just then the men of our 
second wave came over the parapet 
like a lot of hurdlers. In five minutes 
we had taken the rest of the Germans 
lu the trench section prisoners, had re- 
versed the fire steps und had turned 
their own machine gun ugalnst those 
of their retreating companies that we 
could catch sight of. 

As we could do nothing more here. 

I gave orders to udvance and re-en- 
force the front line. Our way led 
across u field furrowed with shell holes 
and spotted with bursting shells. Not 
a man hesituted. We were winning. 
That was all we knew or cared to 
know. We wanted to make it a cer- 
tainty for our fellows who had gone 
ahead. As wo were proceeding toward 
the Gerniun reserve trench I saw four 
of our men, apparently unwounded, ly- 
ing in u shell hole. I stopped to ask 
them what they were doing there. As 
I spoke 1 held my German rifle and 
bayonet at the position of “guard," the 
tip of the bayonet advanced, about 
shoulder high. I didn't get their an- 
swer, for before they could reply 1 
felt a scnsutlon as if some one had 
thrown a lump of hard clay and struck 
me on the hip, and forthwith I tum- 
bled in on top of the four, almost 
plunging my bayonet Into one of them, 
a private mimed Williams. 

McClintock Badly Wounded. 

“Well, now you know whut's the 
matter with us." said Williams. "We 
didn't fall in, but we crawled iu." 

They had all been slightly wounded 
I had twenty-two pieces of shrapnel 
and some shell fragments Imbedded in 
my left leg between the hip and the 
knee. 1 followed the usual custom of 
the soldier who has “got It." The first 
thing I did was to light a "fag" (clgu- 
retie), and the next thing wus to in- 
vestigate ami determine If I was in 
danger of bleeding to death. There 
wasn't much doubt ubout thut. Ar- 
terlul blood was spurting from two of 
the Wounds, which were revealed 
when the other men lu the hole helped 
me to cut off my breeches. With their 
aid 1 managed to stop the hemorrhage 
by Improvising tourniquets with rags 
and bayonets. One 1 placed as high 
up as possible ou the thigh and the 
other just below the knee. Then we 
all smoked another “fag" and lay there 
listening to the big shells going over 
and the shrapnel bursting neur us. It 
was quite a concert too. We discussed 
what we ought to do, und frailly 1 
said: 

“Here, you fellows cun walk, und 1 
can’t. Furthermore, you're not ublo to 
carry me because you’ve got ubout all 
any of you cun do to navigate ulonc. 
It doesn't look us if it's going to be* 
any better here very soon. You ull 
proceed to tbo rear, und if you can get 
some one to come ufter i'll be 
obliged to you." 

They uccepted the proposition be- 
cause it was good advice, and. besides. 
It was orders. 1 was their superior 
officer. And what happened right 
ufter thut confirmed me forever lu my 
early, Kentucky bred conviction that 
there is a great deul in luck. They 
couldn't have traveled more than fifty 
yards from the shell hole when the 
shriek of a high explosive seemed to 
come right dowu out of tho sky Into 


my cars, and the d, niua wmeli In- 
ntautly followed shook the slanting 
skies of the shell hole until dirt In lit- 
tle dusty rivulets came trickling down 
upon me. Wounded ns 1 was, I drag- 
ged myself up to the edge of tho hole. 
There was no trace anywhere of the 
four men who had Just left me. They 
have never been lie: / of since. Their 
bodies were never found. Tho big 
shell must have fallen right among 
them nml simply blown them to hits. 

It wns about a quarter to 7 In the 
morning when I was lilt. 1 lay in the 
shell hole until 2 In tho afternoon, Buf- 
fering more from thirst nml cold nnd 
hunger tlinn from pain. 1 only hoped 
the Germnns wouldn’t drive our men 
back over me. At 2 o’clock n batch of 
sixty prisoners came along under es- 
cort They were being taken to the 
ienr under fire. The artillery bom- 
bardment was still pructlcnlly undi- 
ininished. I asked for four of tho 
prisoners nnd made one of them get 
out his rubber ground sheet, carried 
around his wnlst. They responded 
willingly nnd seemed most ready to 
help me. I hnd n revolver (empty) nnd 
some bombs in my pockets; but I hnd 
no need to threaten them. They half 
dragged me toward the rear. 

Carried to the Rear. 

It was a trip which was not without 
Incident. Every uow nnd then wo 
would henr the shriek of nn approach- 
ing "coni box," and then my prisoner 
stretcher bearers and I would tumble In 
one indiscriminate group into the near- 
est shell hole. If we did that once wo 
did It n half dozen times. After eaeh 
dive the four would patiently reorgan- 
ize and arrange tho Improvised stretch- 
er again, nnd we would proceed. Fol- 
lowing every tumble, however, I would 
have to tighten my tourniquets, and, 
despite ull 1 could do, tho hemorrhage 
from my wound continued to flow so 
profusely that I was beginning to feel 
very dizzy nnd weak. On the way lu 
I sighted our regimental dressing sta- 
tion and signed to my four bearers to 
carry me toward It. I couldu't talk 
German. The station wns in an old 
German dugout. Major Gilday was nt 
the door. Ho laughed when ho saw 
me with my own special ambulance 
detail. 

Well, w'hnt do you want?" he asked. 
Most of all." I suid. “1 think I want 
a drink of rum.” 

no produced it for me Instantly. 

"Now," said he, "my advice to you 19 
to keep on traveling. You've got u flue 
special detail there to look after you. 
Make ’em carry ypu to Pozleres. It’s 
only five miles, and you’ll make It all 
right. I’ve got this place loaded up 
full, no stretcher bearers, no assistants, 
no adequate supply of bandages and 
medicines and njot of very bnd cases. 
If you want to get out of here In a 
week Just keep right on going now.” 

As wo continued toward the rear we 
were the targets for a number of hu- 
morous remarks from men coming up 
to go into the tight. 

"Give my regnrds to Blighty, you 
lucky beggar," was the most frequent 
saying. 

"Bir me,” said one cockney Tommy, 
"there goes one o’ th’ Canadians with 
an escort from the kaiser." 

Another man stopped and asked 
about my wound. 

"Good work," ho said. "I’d like to 
have a nice clean one like that my- 
self.” 

I noticed one of the prisoners grin- 
ning at some remark and asked him if 
he understood English. He hadn’t spo- 
ken to me. though he had shown the 
greatest readiness to help me. 

"Certainly I understand English," he 
replied, speaking the language perfect- 
ly. "I used to be a waiter at the 
Knickerbocker hotel In New York.” 
That Hounded like a voice from home, 
and I wanted to hug him. I didn’t. 
However, 1 can say for him he must 
huve been a good waiter. He gave me 
good service. 

Of tho last stages of my trip to To- 
zleres I cuunot tell anything, for l ar- 
rived unconscious from loss of blood. 
The last I remember was thut the for- 
mer tvalter, evidently seeing that I 
was going out, usked me to direct him 
how to reach the field hospital stutlon 
at Pozleres und whom to ask for when 
he got there. I cume buck to con- 
sciousness In a clean hospital cot the 
next morning. 

1 realized as 1 lay on that cot 1 was 
out of tho modern hell for u time, und 
my inind drifted back over tho days 
just passed. Wounded men, grim re- 
minders, wore all about me, many of 
them worse off than I was. I hud seen 
ull kinds of bravery— British officers 
climbing calmly over tho top with u 
monocle In their eyes and a cane lu 
their bunds into almost certain death, 
like a man getting into a tub of water 
where he knew he would get wet. 

"Couio on: let’s go!" they would 
drawl. My respects to them. 

And ulso to the enemy. The German 
officers light to the last. Few surren- 
der. My hut off to them. And tho 
deud brave Major Lewis and poor 
Macfurluuc, my close comrades. Aud 
only the other day 1 read Lunce Cor- 
poral Glass, the man I carried in after 
our first bombing raid iu Belgium, bud 
been killed in uction lu France, 1 saw 
It in u Montreal paper. 

They vaccinated me for everything 
while with tho army— everything ex- 
cept ugalnst being shot. If u man 
could invent an untltoxiu for that— 
well, he would be u hero.

EDITORIAL 


— o — 

The public pays altogether too little 
attention to the autocratic use of 
authority by the numerous boards who 
are carrying out the regulations of 
the War Department in the matter of 
drafting men for the new army. These 
boards are invested with very wide 
powers, absolutely necessary of 
course, to fulfill the serious, duties 
with which they are charged, but it 
should also he expected that in the 
discharge of those duties, some com- 
mon sense and regard for private 
rights should he considered. The 
work done by our Local Governing 
Board is a good example, as this 
board has done everything in its pow- 
er to assist the individual and at the 
same time carry out the instructions 
of the national government. 

The same thing cannot be said of 
the actions of the Board for District 
5, which acts as a court of final 
judgment for this city, as well as 
other municipalities. District 5 
Board has evidently taken the ground 
that it has all the rights of a Czar, 
and intends that everyone having 
business with it shall thorolv under- 
stand that fact. Letters to the 
Board remain unanswered and at- 
tempts to obtain information to which 
the public is clearly entitled, are met 
with discourtesy and often with im- 
pertinence by youthful stenographers 
and clerks. An instance of the poor 
work of this board was shown last 
week in this city, where the Local 
Board reecived word late Thursday 
afternoon of the names of several 
men who were ordered to be ready for 
Ayer at 10.15 the next morning. At 
the present time, only 31 men are on 
the list for the next call assigned for 
Friday, October 5th, when 59 men 
should be quota from this city. Just 
how much notice the remaining 28 
men will receive is unknown, and 
their clear rights to ample notice to 
arrange their private affairs are be- 
ing invaded by an arbitrary and in- 
d’fferent Board. It is most unfortun 
pte that so much authority is in the 
l ands of men of this stamp. 

The result of the state primary was 
most satisfactory to the Republican 
party especially in the matter of the 
third representative. The nomination 
of Mr. Powers, or rather the defeat of 
Mr. Jarvis for the Republican nomina- 
tion, clearly indicates that the Re- 
publicans of this city will not stand 
for party disloyalty and that any man 
who bolts the party nomination, will 
be held to answer by the rank and 
file. In addition to the fact that Mr. 
Jarvis was not a Republican in good 
standing, he further antagonized 
many of his Republican friends by 
making a bold and successful effort 
to obtain the Democratic nomination, 
and in doing so, was unscrupulous 
enough to make unauthorized use of 
the name of a well known Democrat 
as an aid to that nomination. Mr. 
Jarvis' political status, however, is 
now fixed, he is the regular Demo- 
cratic nominee for Representative 
after failing in two successive efforts 
to obtain the Republican nomination 
He can no longer be considered a 
member of the Republican party. 

Water rates in this city, reduced 
last January by 10 per cent, are still 
too high, and should come down at 
least 25 per cent more. Xo public 
service corporation. with private 
capital would be allowed to use its 
earnings to increase its plant, and 
yet that is just what is being done 
with over $30,000 annual excess 
profits from present water rates. 

A friend asks us to give publicity to 
the following comment of the recent 
•state primary — 

"It is a rare gift to be able to be a 
candidate in the primaries of both the 
leading political parties at the same 
time, and failing to receive the nom- 
ination in one. to accept complacently, 
the other. Mr. Jarvis possesses this 
gift to a most eminent degree." 


Tho late Norman H. George was a 
good citizen during his life in this 
•omiminity and our most worthy 
philanthropies will long remember 
his generosity.

I/1HRARIKN KOIl FIGHTING MEN! 

The people of Great Britain provide 
libraries for their soldiers through no 
less than four volunteer organizations 
Parcels containing libraries go forth 
to all parts of the world wherever the 
British soldier Is fighting. Malta is 
receiving 7,000 volumes each month. 
Basrah 9,000, Alexandria 3,000. Salon 
Ika 2,000, and even units In East 
Africa, Italy and Russia are being sup 
plied. The Admlrnlty has requested 
that the Llbrnry shall supply a vol- 
ume for every sailor In the fleets. 

Early In the war the Germans in- 
stituted a library service for all their 
soldiers and fitted out as a necessary 
part of the field equipment traveling 
libraries of about 2,000 volumes each, 
for every army corps. These were 
fitted tip and sent out from the Royal 
Library in Berlin. 

Hugh Brlttling wrote to his father: 
"We read, of course. But there never 
could ho a library here big enough to 
keep us going. We can do with all 
sorts of hooks, hut I don’t think the 
ordinary sensational novel is quite the 
catch it was for a lot of them in peace 
times. Some break toward serious 
reading in tho oddest, fashion. I used 
to imagine that reading was meant to 
be a stimulant, hut hero it has to he 
an anodyne.” 

Henry Van Dyke Rays: "The MOR- 
ALE of the Army is the hidden force 
which uses the weapons of war to the 
best advantage, and nothing is more 
important in keeping up this morale 
than a supply of really good reading 
for the men in their hours of enforced 
inactivity.” 

The libraries so far established aro 
proving of incalculable value as an 
antidote for drinking, gambling and 
dissipation of all kinds, most of tho 
men preferring a book to a pack of 
cards, a bottle of rum. or a set of dice. 
It is- obvious that the task of every 
citizen who cannot fight is to help 
furnish these libraries. 

George E. Vincent, President of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, writes: “A 
recent tour of twelve of the army and 
navy camps hns served to deep- 
en my conviction that there will be a 
very large demand for reading matter 
for all the training centers, and es- 
pecially in tho cantonments of the na- 
tional or draft army. . . The provison 
of suitable libraries is one of the 
really fundamental things to he con- 
sidered in connection with the organ- 
ization and administration of these 
camps. Tho American Library Asso- 
cation is to be congratulated upon 
having seen this opportunity, on hav- 
ing worked out a comprehensive, well- 
considered plan for supplying reading 
matter to all the army forces, both at 
homo and abroad.” 

This is the w r eek that the Associa- 
tion is making its appeal throughout 
the country in an endeavor to raise a 
million dollars for carrying on this 
great work. To-day is the time to 
send checks or contributions to any 
library or bank in the city. Send or 
bring it now, and be a co-worker with 
the men at camp and overseas.

Shortly after the declaration of 
war, numerous citizens in each ward 
of the City, volunteered their ser- 
vices for the purposes of local de- 
fence or police duty in time of dis- 
turbance. Under the efficient leader- 
ship of General James G. White, the 
persons so volunteering were organ 
Ized into local companies with regu- 
lar elected officers and experienced 
drill masters. At first it was thought 
that these companies might be drilled 
and armed under the provisions of 
Chapter 300 of the Acts of 1917 which 
permitted such organizations with the 
approval of the Adjutant General, to 
drill and hen- arms. I am advised by 
the City Solicitor of an opinion of 
the Attorney General holding that 
Chapter 327 of the Acts of 1917 re- 
pealed Chapter 300 has probably pre- 
vented organization and drilling un- 
der the general statute. Before this 
opinion was given by the Attorney 
General, the various companies had 
been sworn in as special policemen 
of the City of Newton to serve with- 
out compensation. As special police- 
men, the companies can in time of 
emergency or in preparation for 
emergency, be armed as may be di- 
rected by the Chief of Police. 

To avoid confusion with the Newton 
State Home Guard, which is organ- 
ized under the provisions of Chapter 
148 of the Acts of 1917, the local 
companies or units are know as the 
Newton Constabulary. As you are 
aware, a certificate has been given by 
me to each member of the Constabu- 
lary wherein it is stated: "By virtue 
of the authority granted to me by law 
and subject to the approval of the 
Mayor, I hereby appoint you a 
POLICE OFFICER QF THE CITY 
OF NEWTON (without compensation), 
with all the powers of a constable, 
except the power of serving and ex- 
ecuting civil process. Your term of 
ollice will continue until one month 
after the treaty of peace is signed 
with all powers which are engaged in 
war with the United States of Ameri- 
ca. or you are removed by the Chief 
of Police or by the Mayor." The total 
enrollment to date is over 850 and the 
enrollment in the various companies 
range from 70 to 200. Each company 
has drilled at least once and some 
twice a week since early In the Spring, 
and have become much more profi- 
cient in the execution of elementary 
military manoeuvres than was ex- 
pected. These manoeuvres of course, 
owing to the inability to obtain rifles 
for drilling purposes, have been con- 
fined to close order and more recently 
to open order work. Each of the 
companies, however, had the advan- 
tage of drilling with rifles at the 
armory for two or three weeks prior 
to the departure of Company C. Many 
of the companies have, at their own 
expense, visited the Wakefield Rifle 
Range and practiced there in rifle and 
revolver shooting. Some of the 
scores made have been equal to 
those required for marksman, sharp- 
shooter and even expert rifle shots in 
the army. 

There has been, of course, some 
falling off during the Summer months 
in the attendance upon drill but at 
least fifty per cent of each unit have 
turned out even on the hottest nights 
and it is safe to say that in case of 
an emergency, these men could be 
called uiioii by tin* City authorities 
to render prompt and efficient assist 
unce. 

It is the expectation that drilling will 
continue during the Winter months 
and is is hoped that the companies may 
be able to use the armory for drill 
and for target practice. 

In closing I wish to refer to the 
enthusiasm, self-sacrifice and the 
high sense of civic duty which has 
been displayed by the members of 
I lie Constabulary and further, to 
the potential value of this large body 
of men as a possible military force 
within and for the State if conditions 
under this war crisis should arise 
to invite this attention. 

The question of having the Con- 
stabulary armed for the better exer- 
cise of military drill and manoeuvres 
seems to depend upon the approval 
of the State authorities. 

I am informed that Springfield 
rifles 45-70 can lie procured from a 
concern in St. Louis at a price of 
$7.50 each. This will involve an ex- 
penditure, for 1000 men which will 
constitute the total enrollment when 
tlie Chestnut Hill unit is sworn in, of 
$7500. It is probable that at least 
one-half of this amount could be 
laised by subscriptions from members 
of the Constabulary.

BCRGLARS HERE 


Burglars raided the Eliot section of 
Newton Highlands Tuesday morning 
and visited a dozen houses on Boylston 
street, Harrison street.

5.15 the first alarm was telephoned 
to Police Headquarters and from then 
until S the calls came. Police went 
in automobiles « and searched the 
neighborhood. They found men’s foot 
prints around some houses and learned 
that in one case the burglars entered 
the dwelling, pulled down the shades 
and lighted the gas to aid in their 
search while members of the house- 
hold were slumbering on a sleeping 
porch a dozen feet away.

Classes in Dietetics and Spanish are 
enrolling in Newton nt present, and 
information concerning them can be 
gained from the Department of Uni- 
versity Extension, State House, Bos- 
ton.

I/I IU! ARIES FOR FIGHTING MEN! 


The people of Great Britain provide 
libraries for their soldiers through no 
less than four volunteer organizations 
Parcels containing libraries go forth 
to nil parts of the world wherever the 
British soldier is fighting. Malta Is 
receiving 7.000 volumes each month, 
Basrah 9,000, Alexandria 3.000, Salon- 
ika 2,000, and even units in East 
Africa, Italy and Russia are being sup- 
plied. Tho Admiralty has requested 
that, the Library shall supply a vol- 
ume for every sailor in the fleets. 

Early In the war tho Germans in- 
stituted a library service for all their 
soldiers and fitted out as a necessary 
part of the field equipment traveling 
libraries of about 2.000 volumes each, 
for every army corps. These were 
fitted up and sent out from the Royal 
Library in Berlin. 

Hugh Brittling wrote to his father: 

We read, of course. But there never 
could he n library here big enough to 
keep us going. We can do with all 
sorts of hooks, but I don’t think tho 
ordinary sensational novel is quite the 
catch it was for a lot of them in peace 
times. Some break toward serious 
reading in tho oddest fashion. I used 
to imagine that reading was meant to 
he a stimulant, but here it has to he 
an nnodyne.” 

Henry Van Dyke says: "The MOR- 
ALE of the Army is the hidden force 
which uses the weapons of war to the 
best advantage, and nothing is more 
important in keeping up this morale 
than a supply of really good reading 
for tho men in their hours of enforced 
inactivity." 

The libraries so far established are 
proving of incalculable value as an 
antidote for drinking, gambling and 
dissipation of all kinds, most of tho 
men preferring a hook to a pack of 
cards, a bottle of rum. or a set of dice. 
It is obvious that the task of every 
citizen who cannot fight is to help 
furnish these libraries. 

George E. Vincent. President of the 
Rockrtfeller Foundation, writes: “A 
recent tour of twelve of the army and 
navy camps has served to 'deep- 
en my conviction that there will he a 
very large demand for reading matter 
for all the training centers, and es- 
pecially in the cantonments of the na- 
tional or draft army. . . The provison 
of suitable libraries is one of the 
really fundamental things to he con- 
sidered in connection with the organ- 
ization and administration of these 
camps. Tlie American Library Asso- 
cation is to be congratulated upon 
having seen this opportunity, on hav- 
ing worked out a comprehensive, well- 
considered plan for supplying reading 
matter to all the army forces, both at 
homo and abroad.’’ 

This is the week that the Associa- 
tion is making its appeal throughout 
the country in an endeavor to raise a 
million dollars for carrying on this 
great work. To-day is the time to 
send checks or contributions to any 
library or bank in the city. Send or 
bring it now, and he a co-worker with 
the men at camp and overseas.

Artuee Beige en Cnmpngne 
Aug. 26, 1917. 
Dear Mother and Father: 

Your letters have boon coming regu- 
larly, the latest to date being one from 
father of July 30. Also mother’s pack- 
age after passing via Eu has turned up 
in good condition and wns very wel- 
come. 1 haven't written since my last 
from Paris, chiefly because we have 
been very busy building our position. 
I have, however, kept up a steady 
stream of notes to Aunt M. who has. 

1 suppose written you that 1 am well. 
This famous position of ours was 
practically finished two weeks ago, 
when wo had four days’ continuous 
rain. Our pretty little trenches run- 
ning from gun to gun became unnavi- 
gable rivers and our comfy cement 
shelters assumed the general charac- 
teristics of -wells! 'Pile result has 
been that we are now building com- 
plete new positions and shelters on 
more favorable ground. These, we 
hope to he able to occupy in two more 
weeks and they will lie our winter 
quarters, provided we don’t get shifted 
to somo other position or sector — 
which same is likely to happen. 

1 had a good run for my money a 
few nights ago and managed to come 
through successfully. It happened 
thus; eight of 11 s were being relieved 
from the position and were to return 
to the cantonnement some four kilo- 
metres to the rear. 

As luck would have it the Boche 
chose that very night to spray all our 
lines of communication including the 
road we had to follow. We delayed 
our departure till about 1.00 A. M., 
and then as the spraying showed no 
signs of censing we decided to risk it. 

The nearest abri was a kilometre 
away — too far to make in one dash, 
so we took it easy, diving into the ditch 
every time a 77 announced itself. We 
hud plenty of warning before each ar- 
rival and as long as the shells didn’t 
land too near we were O. K. — except 
for the fact that to the right of the 
road was a ditch full of mmldy liquid, 
while to the left was a mask hedge 
amply reinforced with barbed wire. 
This I found out to my disadvantage, 
still I preferred the wire to the mud. 
We must have made some 7 jumps be- 
fore coming to the shelter. This, at 
a cross roads, was already crowded 
with men, so we hugged the walls and 
tried to figure out the Boche cadence. 
The shells were coming in bunches of 
4 with an interval of a minute be- 
tween each group. One burst over the 
cross roads, another was evidently 
meant for the shelter and the other 
two took care of the road. Added to 
this, batteries to the right and left of 
the road were being peppered and we 
risked meeting with a "Miss” intended 
for these. The next shelter was per- 
haps one hundred and fifty yards fur- 
ther up the road, so choosing our 
time we made a dash for it. I wonder 
what you would have thought had you 
seen your noble son, a Yankee, clad 
in a Belgian uniform (made in a New 
York sweat shop) with helmet resting 
over one ear, side bag over eacii shoul- 
der, gas mask and gourde behind, 
rushing madly along a Flemish road 
which was being potted with (or by) 
German shells — ami all this along in 
the small hours of a perfectly good 
summer night? 

Add to this picture two other fig- 
ures: — on my left a similarly clad and 
very scared Fleming pushing out 
round Flemish oaths with every step, 
and, on my right, an all Western half 
back (Sperry) Indifferent to the shells 
but cursing (in English) because his 
various packs hindered the free use 
of all ills members, thus reducing 
his speed. We hud to make one dash 
for the ditches before reaching the 
abri. Then tilings became really too 
warm so we camped there for a f<^w 
hours, eventually reaching our can- 
tonuement in timo for breakfast. 
Such incidents are exceptional and 
are not the general rule. 

Here are two little talcs of local in- 
terest. Perhaps you have heard of an 
American lady who gives phonograph 
concerts in the Belgian trendies? I 
met her recently. She is a Miss A. 
and lived, when not at her Boston 
home, at Iter country place, which is 
now Boulder Farm owned by your 
cousin It. G. S. 

2, This goes hack to G. R. B. days 
in Belgium and northern France. One 
of the officers connected with the 
work of ravita 11 lenient was a Haupt- 
mann Weber, editor of a prominent 
German illustrated journal. 1 knew 
him very well. He used to visit Mr. 
and Mrs. Jl. at Chestnut Hill. Mrs. II. 
is, I think, the ludy who has lived 
much in Italy, anyway she sung Ital- 
ian songs at a inusicale once given at 
the C. H. Club. Ask her if she doesn’t 
know Herr Weber. He is in that 
group of officers 1 sent you at the be 
ginning of the war. Such is the small- 
ness of the world. And there you are 

(ill the news that's fit to print. 

The next session of the O. T. S. has 
been postponed for the present for 
various reusons. 

Thus Sperry and I stay along les 
bonis lieroique de l’yser for the pres- 
ent, unless we get ourselves trans- 
ferred to the U. S. Army.
